Ambulance  Corps  Drive  Seeks 
To  Add  1 1  Crew  Members 


Mrs.  Betty  MacDonald,  Pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Volunteer  Ambulance 
Corps,  announced  that  the  Corps 
is  conducting  a  membership 
drive.  Their  goal  is  to  attain  an 
enrollment  of  25  members. 

At  present  the  squad  is  com¬ 
prised  of  14  members,  two  of 
whom  are  inactive  due  to  dis¬ 
abilities.  The  remaining  12 
corpsmen  are  maintaining  a 
’round  the  clock  schedule  to  sup¬ 
ply  the  necessary  ambulance 
service. 

In  a  town  of  22,000  persons 
the  squad  feels  that  there  must 
be  at  least  11  more  persons  in¬ 
terested  enough  to  volunteer 
their  spare  time  to  help  others, 
Mrs.  Mac  Donald  said. 

No  experience  is  necessary, 
she  added,  since  all  new  mem¬ 
bers  undergo  a  probationary  pe¬ 
riod  and  are  trained  while 
working  with  experienced  corps- 
men.  Application  forms  may  be 
obtained  by  writing  to  P.  O. 
,Box  31  or  by  contacting  any 
member  of  the  corps. 

During  1965  the  squad  re¬ 
sponded  to  545  calls,  of  which 
373  were  emergencies,  135  were 
transportation  calls  and  37  were 
stand-bys  at  either  general 
alarm  fires  or  civic  functions. 
The  ambulances  traveled  a  to¬ 
tal  of  6,692  miles  and  1,232  man¬ 
hours  were  spent  answering 
calls.

Warns  Of  Lack  Of  Foresight 

FORMER  ZONING 
BOARD  MEMBER 
URGES  BORO  COUNCIL 
EN-ACT  STRONGER 
ANTI-APARTMENT  LAWS

After  hearing  and  reading  where  two 
apartment  applications  for  variances  were 
denied  --  one  by  the  Mayor  and  Council 
last  year  and  another  by  the  Zoning  Board  this  year  -  it  is 
time  that  the  Council  came  up  with  a  sufficient  and  strong  ord  - 
inance  so  as  not  to  permit  any  future  apartments  in  any  zone 
in  the  Borough . 

When  a  land-shark  builder ,  or  an  attorney  comes  for  a  var¬ 
iance  to  build  in  a  prohibited  zone . he  does  NOT  go 

for  a  zone  change  to  the  Planning  Board,  he  goes  directly  to 
the  Zoning  Board.  Builders  appear  before  the  Zoning  Board 
where  the  chances  and  ohanges  are  easier.  There  is  a  five- 
member  Board  who  can  approve  or  deny  a  variance,  where 
only  three  "yes"  votes  are  necessary  The  right  and  legal 
way,  but  the  hard  way,  is  to  go  before  the  Planning  Board. 
COUNCIL  CAN  APPROVE  OR  DENY 

The  Planning  Board's  nine-members  can  approve  or  deny 
it.  If  it  is  approved  the  Board  can  recommend  it  to  the  Mayor 
and  Council.  The  Mayor  and  Council,  a  seven-member  gov¬ 
erning  body,  can  also  approve  or  deny  the  variance.  If  ap¬ 
proved,  it  will  then  go  to  the  ordinance  committee  with  the  as¬ 
sistance  of  the  Borough  Attorney  to  put  the  ordinance  in  legal 
form,  to  be  ready  for  the  press,  setting  a  date  for  a  public 
hearing.  Then  after  that  hearing  the  Council  can  approve  or

Apartments  and  two-family  homes  are  not  permitted  in  an  E 
industrial  zone  by  ordinance.  And  there  is  no  approval  for  a 
jump  from  an  E  to  a  B  zone  or  from  the  fifth  zone  to  a  second 
zone  without  a  zone  change . 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  weakness  of  the  zoning  and  planning 
process  is  the  lack  of  continuous  policing  and  enforcement  of 
ordinance  regulations  and  requirements .  The  job  of  the  zoning 
officer  should  not  be  simply  to  issue  building  permits  and  cer¬ 
tificates  of  occupancy.  He  should  also  be  a  police  officer  to 
detect  and  ferret  out  violations  and  prosecute  them  so  that  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  will  be  rigidly  adhered  to. 

Private  parties  should  not  have  to  expend  their  own  funds  to 
institute  litigation  for  this  purpose.  The  governing  body  is  under 
just  as  great  a  responsibility  to  see  that  the  zoning  laws  are 
publicly  enforced,  as  it  is  to  see  through  its  regular  police  force  , 
that  the  criminal  laws  are  obeyed. 

MULTIPLE  FAMILY  DWELLINGS  SHOULD  DECREASE 

Mr.  Robert  Snyder,  Economist  for  the  Planning  and  Analyst” 
Division  of  the  Prudential  Insurance  Company,  told  the  Build¬ 
ers  Association  of  Northern  New  Jersey  that  the  outlook  in 
single  family  residential  construction  should  increase  from  two 
percent  to  three  percent  and  the  over-building  in  the  muiti-fam- 
ily  area  should  begin  to  bottom-out.

This  report  is  from  68  out  of  70  municipalities  in  Bergen 
County  that  sent  in  their  report  to  the  County  Planning  Board. 
The  two  municipalities  who  did  not  send  in  their  report  of  Cer¬ 
tificate  of  Occupancy  information  by  the  Building  Inspector,  are 
East  Paterson  and  Little  Ferry. 

In  view  of  the  above,  our  town  not  only  lacks  foresight  in 
the  future,  but  also  disciplinary  statutes  that  would  enable  the 
course  of  our  growth  to  be  one  to  be  proud  of.

I  remember 
the  child-sized  set  of  instruments 
he  sent  with  instructions  entitled: 
Mailograph’s  ABC  of  Musical 
Percussion. 

Did  you  ever  hear  your  heart 
beat  -  or  try  to  feel  your  own 
pulse? 

That’s  what  rhythm  is  -  a  beat 
repeated  in  a  regular  way  in 
between  slight  pauses  of 
silence. 

When  rhythm  is  associated  with 
the  world  of  music,  it  is  called 
the  melody  of  one-tone.  In  other 
words,  it  does  not  as  a  rule 
sound  out  the  melody  aS-you  would 
expect  to  hear  from  a  Violin  or 
a  Horn. 

THE  TRIANGLE  is  a  small 
steel  rod  bent  into  the  shape  of  a 
■ riangle. 

you  tap  it  with  a  straight  rod 
to  make  rhythm.  It  gives  out  a 
bell-like  sound.  You  hold  the 
Triangle  in  the  air  hanging  from 
a  cord.  It  should  not  touch  any 
other  surface  or  you  will  hear  a 
dull  knock  instead  of  a  sparkling 
tinkle. 

When  an  orchestra  plays  a 
piece  of  music,  rhythm  is  soundecT 
by  means  of  instruments  of  per¬ 
cussion.  Percussion  is  the  actual 
sounding  of  a  beat.  It  mmns — 
to  strike.  Therefore,  an  instru¬ 
ment  of  percussion  gets  its  tone 
only  when  you  strike  it.  Three  of 
these  instruments  are  shown  on 
these  pages--The  Triangle,  the 
Tambourine,  and  the  Cymbals. 

THE  TAMBOURINE  is  made 
out  of  a  circle  of  wood  that  looks 
like  a  small  hoop  with  skin 
stretched  tightly  over  one  side. 
All  around  this  rim  are  many 
liltle  metals  disks  which  are

To  play 
the  Tambourine,  you  shake  it 
while  you  hold  it  in  one  hand 
and  strike  the  skin  part  with  the 
other.  The  Tambourine  sounds 
like  this — jingle,  thump,  jingle, 
thump,  knock,  jingle,  jingle, 
thump.  Because  it  makes  you 
think  of  dancing  and  festivities, 
the  Tambourine  is  a  merry 
instrument. 

CYMBALS  are  two  circular 
metal  plates  that  are  clashed 
together  to  make  an  exciting 
sound.  When  an  orchestra  is 
playing  music  extremely  loud— 
that  is  when  you  usually  hear  the 
Cymbals  crashing.  You  play  the 
Cymbals  by  striking  one  against 
the  other  in  a  sideswiping 
motion. 

You  will  derive  a  great  deal  of 
pleasure  from  these  three 
instruments  of  percussion  if  you 
learn  how  to  use  then  properly.

THE  CINEMA 

Out  of  the  myriad  of  spy  films  that  have  clouded  the  senses  of 
America’s  movie  goers  comes  a  change,  “The  Spy  Who  Came  In 
From  The  Cold”.  This  picture  presents  a  welcome  relief  from  the 
Bonds,  pseudo-Bonds,  and  the  pseudo-pseudo-Bonds  of  todays  films. 
Instead  Richard  Burton  expertly  plays  the  part  of  a  spy  who  knows 
the  dirt,  filth  and  double  dealing  od  espionage  and  counter-espionage. 
Thank  heaven  for  the  lack  of  any  super-duper  cars,  submarines  or 
cigarette  lighters,  for  this  flick  has  enough  plot  and  genuine  intrigue* 
for  any  ten  Flints  or  Bondies. 

The  story  revolves  around  Alec  Leamas  (Richard  Burton),  and 
his  function  as  an  experienced  international  spy.  He  is  an  employee 
of  a  British  intelligence  agency,  who  presently  is  having  trouble 
with  a  particularly  inquisitive  Communist  agent.  This  over  eager 
Red,  Feidler,  is  played  by  beared  Oskar  Werner.  Feidler,  a  Jew 
hates  Mundt  (Peter  VanEyck),  a  German  who,  while  posing  as  a 
fellow  Red  spy  is  actually  a  good  guy,  although  Leamas  doesn’t 
know  it.  Into  this  confusing  yet  brain  tantalizing  sketch  comes 
Nancy  Reiddy  (Clair  Bloom),  a  recent  heart  throb  of  Leamas.  She, 
although  a  Communist,  is  not  a  spy  but  inadvertently  gets  hurled 
into  this  intriquing  confusion.  To  divulge  any  more  of  the  plot  than 
this  would  be  disastrous,  for  the  movie  is  far  too  good  to  be  pre¬ 
maturely  given  away. 

Richard  Burton  (surprisingly,  but  fortunately  absent  from  Miss 
Taylor)  Is  at  his-  best.  The  actor  though  very  sparsely  made  up, 
shows  in  his  face  the  lines  of  a  man  who  has  killed  and  loved  in 
such  a  heartless  manner  that  one  would  assume  that  his  heart  pumped 
Cool-Aid.  Burton  perfectly  brings  forth  the  portrait  of  a  cool 
calculating  and  dedicated  spy. 

Clair  Bloom,  who  under  the  guise  of  a  sedate  librarian,  is  actually 
the  free-loving  secretary  of  the  local  chapter  of  the  British  Com¬ 
munist  Party.  Unfortunately,  Miss  Bloom,  although  very  attractive, 
seems  a  bit  too  wholesome  to  be  a  believer  in  Communism  and 
free  love. 

Oskar  Werner,  the  mousy  little  bearded  Red,  plays  his  part  with 
considerable  dexterity  and  depth. 

In  the  final  analysis,  “The  Spy  Who  Came  In  From  The  Cold”, 
based  upon  John  Le  Carre’s  novel  of  the  same  name,  is  nicely 
adapted  for  the  screen  by  Paul  Dehn  and  Guy  Trosper.  This  adapta¬ 
tion  when  coupled  with  the  talented  production  and  direction  of 
Martin  Ritt  triumphs;  and  in  a  naked  and  plausible  manner  leaves 
nearly  all  other  contemporary  spy  thrillers  far  out  in  the  cold.

Other  than  the  wrestler  himself  and  his  family,  I  doubt  very  much 
if  there  is  anyone  in  East  Paterson  who  is  MORE  sorry  than  I, 
that  Chudic  Ciolino  hurt  his  leg  and  couldn’t  wrestle  any  further  than 
the  semi-finals  of  the  districts.  As  far  as  I’m  concerned,  the  State 
Champion  at  130  pounds  is  here  in  E.P.,  even  though  he  may  not 
even  get  the  chance  to  watch  the  tournament. 

Originally  I  wasn’t  going  to  write  any  more  about  Chuck  because 
I  didn’t  think  it  was  necessary.  It’s  not  likely  that  there  are  many 
people  in  our  town  who  don’t  know  that  he  is  one  of  the  most  dedi¬ 
cated  and  skilled  wrestlers  in  the  school’s  history.  But  he  deserves 
more  than  just  a  column  writeup  or  cartoon. 

It’s  almost  impossible  to  put  Into  words  how  much  a  kid  like 
him  can  mean  to  a  team  or  how  much  of  an  asset  he  is  to  his  school. 
For  he  shows  just  as  much  good  sportsmanship  and  respectability 
off  the  mats  as  well  as  while  he’s  wracking  up  an  opponent.  And  in 
times  like  these  when  people  too  often  talk  about  “certain  incidents” 
which  oceur  in  the  town  that  overshadow  the  good  things  that  the 
young  people  do,  it’s  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  say  “....well  for  every 
Harry  Hood,  there’s  a  Chuck  Ciolino  to  keep  the  image  of  E.P.’s 
youth  respectable.”
